for  the  occasion.

From  a  physical  standpoint,  Richmond  is  a  beautiful  city. 
Like  Rome,  it  was  built  upon  seven  hills.  On  one  side  flows  the 
historic  James,  with  its  myriad  of  traditions,  while  on  the  other 
sides  the  slightly  undulating  fields  of  Henrico  county  stretch 
out  into  green  perspective.  The  city  contains  some  magnificent 
modern  buildings,  which,  contrasting  with  a  number  of  colonial 
structures,  make  a  most  picturesque  whole.  Of  this  latter 
architecture,  remain  the  "  old  stone  house  "  on  lower  Main  street, 
said  to  have  been  frequented  by  George  Washington,  the  resi- 
dence of  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall,  situated  on  the  corner  of 
Eighth  and  Marshall  streets,  and  old  St.  John's  Church,  on 
Church  Hill,  where  Patrick  Henry  sounded  the  keynote  of 
American  independence.  Besides  these  points  of  interest,  are  the 
Davis  Mansion,  now  the  Confederate  Museum,  the  White  House 
of  the  Confederacy,  and  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church,  attended 
by  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee.  In  the  near  vicinity  of  the  city  are  the 
famous  battlefields  of  Seven  Pines,  Yellow  Tavern,  Cold  Harbor, 
and  others.  Farther  away,  yet  accessible  within  a  few  hours 
of  railway  journey,  are  Jamestown,  the  first  English  settlement 
in  America,  and  the  famous  colonial  places  of  Westover,  Brandon, 
Shirley,  and  Williamsburg.  It  may  be  fitting  to  remark  that  at 
this  latter  place  Delta  Chapter  is  located,  and  in  relation  to  which 
it  may  be  added  that  at  Ashland,  situated  fifteen  miles  north  of 
Richmond  is  Zeta  Chapter,  both  of  which  facts  will  augment  the 
advantages  of  the  Conclave  being  held  here. 

Another  important  feature  to  be  recalled  in  reference  to 
his  year's  Conclave  is  the  fact  that  this  summer  will,  for  several 
reasons,  be  a  memorable  one  in  the  history  of  Virginia.  Pri- 
marily, the  Jamestown  Ter -Centennial,  being  in  progress,  will 
attract  visitors  to  all  the  neighboring  towns.  Then  there  is  the 
Confederate  Re-union  and  the  Episcopal  Convention,  both  of 
which  will  be  held  here. 

All  things  considered,  we  venture  to  assert  that  no  better 
place  than  Richmond  could  possibly  have  been  selected  for  this 
year's  Conclave.  It  now  but  remains  for  the  occasion  to  be  a 
Complete  success.     A  point  to  be  accentuated  is  that  at  the  last 
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Conclave,  held  in  Philadelphia,  2  <£  E  boasted  of  only  fourteen 
active  chapters,  while  this  year  the  list  of  active  chapters 
numbers  seventeen.  Of  the  fourteen  chapters  of  last  year, 
nine  were  represented.  Let  us  see  to  it,  therefore,  that  at 
this  year's  Conclave  the  entire  seventeen  active  chapters  will  be 
represented. 

"Ye  Ancient  Capital/' 

Situated  between  the  York  and  James  rivers,  thirty  miles 
from  Old  Point  Comfort  and  seven  miles  from  Jamestown,  stands 
"  ye  ancient  capital."  As  we  pause  upon  this  historic  ground, 
and  look  around  us,  we  behold  the  very  sources  of  history.  Those 
names  so  familiar  to  every  descendant  of  "Johnny  Bull  "  strike 
our  ears  at  every  street  corner.  Jamestown,  1607,  is  the  first  per- 
manent English  settlement  in  America  ;  Yorktown,  where  our  lib- 
erties crystalized,  as  it  were,  in  a  single  day  ;  the  site  of  Virginia's 
old  capitol,  and  William  and  Mary  College,  the  last  two  at  the 
beginning  and  ending  of  the  famous  Duke  of  Gloucester  street — 
all  these  claim  our  attention  and  win  our  esteem  while  visiting 
the  spot.  Especially  are  we  interested  in  the  college  where  for 
two  hundred  and  fourteen  years  America's  most  distinguished 
statesmen  received  the  nucleus  of  their  greatness.  This  College 
received  its  charter  in  1693  for  the  express  purpose  of  educating 
the  youths  of  Virginia.  As  was  the  custom  in  those  days,  a  seal 
and  a  coat-of-arms  were  officially  granted  by  the  English  College 
of  Heraldry.  It  is  now  held  that  this  is  the  only  institution  of 
learning  in  America  that  can  boast  of  this  chivalric  time  by 
exhibiting  an  original  and  royally  granted  seal  from  Mother 
England. 

The  Bufferton  Building,  situated  upon  the  College  campus, 
and  now  used  as  a  dormitory,  was  the  first  Indian  school  to  be 
established  in  America.  This  school  was  founded  from  the  estate 
of  Sir  Robert  Boyle,  of  England,  who  bequeathed  certain  parts  of 
his  estate  to  educate  the  savages  of  America.  Since  the  rupture 
between  this  country  and  England,  however,  this  revenue  has 
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been  sent  to  India  for  educational  purposes.  It  was  in  this  same 
Bufferton  Building  that  Thomas  Jefferson  roomed  while  a  student 
at  William  and  Mary  College. 

Among  the  other  places  of  interest  around  the  city  are  the 
Old  Powder  Horn,  built  in  1614,  Bruton  Church,  built  in  1615,  the 
old  Court-House,  and  Dunmore  Cave.  Christopher  Wrenn,  the 
great  English  architect,  drew  the  plans  for  this  quaint  old  Court- 
House,  now  so  picturesque  on  a  two-acre  field.  The  Old  Powder 
Horn  is  just  a  short  distance  in  front  of  the  Court- House,  across 
the  famous  Duke  of  Gloucester  street.  Old  family  coats-of- 
arms,  with  those  of  Berkeley,  and  other  noted  families,  adorned 
its  walls.  Here,  too,  the  seal  of  Virginia  and  the  original  por- 
traits of  Pocahontas  and  Captain  John  Smith  are  to  be  seen,  and 
are  objects  of  great  interest  to  the  visitor. 

Many  old  elms  adorn  the  College  campus  and  surround  the 
old  College.  Just  in  front  of  these  historic  walls  stands  a  his- 
toric statue,  the  oldest  statue  in  America,  erected  to  Lord  Bote- 
tourt. 

Here,  at  what  is  probably  the  most  historic  spot  in  America, 
Delta  Chapter  hopes  to  have  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  brothers 
of  every  chapter  of  2  3>  E  as  soon  as  the  labors  of  the  Conclave 
are  over  at  Richmond. 


University  of  Virginia. 


As  early  as  1779  Jefferson  presented  to  the  Virginia  Assem- 
bly his  plan  of  public  education,  embracing  in  consecutive  and 
rational  order : 

1.  Common  schools,  one  to  every  five  or  six  square  miles. 

2.  Grammar  schools,  twenty  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

3.  The  University,  for  the  propagation  of  science  in  its 
highest  order. 

This  large  scheme  was  rendered  abortive  at  the  time  by 
legislation,  and  still  remains  to  be  fully  realized  in  this  first  part 
of   the  twentieth   century.     After   Jefferson's   retirement  from 
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public  service  (1814)  he  took  up  again  the  University  as  the  vital 
portion  of  his  scheme,  and  after  five  years'  effort  succeeded  in 
securing  its  foundation  in  1819. 

HISTORY. 

On  March  7, 1825,  the  University  was  opened  without  formal 
ceremony.  There  were  present  on  that  day  six  professors  and 
forty  students.  By  the  end  of  the  session  there  were  123  students, 
and  up  to  1850  the  average  attendance  was  about  200.  The  number 
then  increased  rapidly,  reaching  645  in  1857,  and  remaining  above 
600  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  The  University  was 
kept  open  during  the  war,  but  the  number  of  students  dwindled 
down  to  46  in  1862-1863.  After  peace  was  restored  the  number 
averaged  about  420  until  1871,  when  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years 
it  fell  at  an  average  of  about  315.  From  1885  to  1895  the  num- 
ber rose  from  300  to  567.  After  the  burning  of  the  University 
in  1895  there  was  a  slight  falling  off,  but  from  that  date  there 
was  a  continuous  growth  until  the  present  session  (1906-1907), 
when  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  University  was 
attained,  nearly  800. 

PURPOSE  OF    THE   UNIVERSITY. 

A  State  university  derives  its  right  to  exist  from  the  service 
which  it  renders  to  the  educational  interest  of  the  state.  Stimu- 
lus in  education  comes  always  and  of  necessity  from  above,  and 
it  may  be  stated,  without  fear  of  refutation,  that  no  State  can 
possess  an  efficient  system  of  secondary  or  even  primary  schools 
without  the  effectual  influence  of  a  powerful  university,  sustained 
by  public  grants  or  private  benefactions.  No  university,  worthy 
of  the  name,  ever  has  been  or  ever  can  be  self-supporting.  The 
great  work  which  the  University  of  Virginia  has  done,  is  doing, 
and  must  continue  to  do  for  Virginia  and  for  her  Southern  sisters 
is  this  stimulation  and  fructification  of  the  educational  ideals  of 
the  people.  By  her  elevation  of  the  ideals  of  student  life,  the  thor- 
oughness of  her  methods  of  instruction,  the  fixity  of  her  stand- 
ards of  graduation,  she  has  advanced  the  educational  life  and 
work  of  Virginia.     University  men  fill  chairs  in  the  colleges  of 
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the  State,  preside  over  the  secondary  schools,  and  direct  primary 
schools.  The  aim  of  her  future  will  be  accordant  with  the 
achievements  of  her  past.  The  courses  of  instruction  which  she 
offers,  even  when  nominally  the  same  as  those  given  in  sister 
schools  in  the  State,  are  designed  with  a  broader  reach  and  a 
fuller  content,  that  her  work  may  harmonize  with  and  widen  out 
their  work — not  rival  or  supplant  it.  To  her  higher  teachings 
are  given  all  the  stimulus,  variety,  and  specialization  which  larger 
resources  in  faculty,  in  books,  in  collections,  and  in  apparatus 
justify.  Her  professional  courses  are  known  everywhere  for 
scientific  precision,  thoroughness,  and  breadth.  It  is  not  without 
meaning  that  the  University  of  Virginia  alumni  are  leaders  in 
the  church,  on  the  forum,  in  law,  in  medicine,  in  engineering,  in 
sciences,  not  only  in  Virginia,  but  through  the  whole  South. 
"Men  do  not  gather  grapes  of  thorns." 

ARCHITECTURE. 

The  group  of  buildings  planned  by  Jefferson,  and  erected 
under  his  personal  oversight,  together  with  recent  additions  made 
to  harmonize  with  and  complete  his  composition,  constitute  what 
is  undoubtedly  the  most  characteristic  and  most  artistic  piece  of 
academic  architecture  in  America.  Purely  classical  in  spirit,  inex- 
pensive in  material,  severely  elegant  in  proportion,  they  shine  in 
their  chaste  simplicity  like  a  bit  of  Hellas  set  amid  the  abundant 
greenery  of  the  Virginia  hills.  The  great  quadrangle  which  they 
enclose  is  about  one  thousand  feet  long  and  three  hundred  feet 
wide  at  the  broadest  point.  The  dominant  structure  is  the 
Rotunda,  set  centrally  at  the  northern  end,  modeled  quite  exactly 
from  the  Roman  Pantheon,  and  devoted  now  to  the  uses  of  the 
University  library.  It  rises  from  a  base  composed  of  four  rec- 
tangular apartments,  connected  below  by  graceful  colonnades,  and 
covered  above  by  a  flat  roof,  which  constitutes  a  continuous 
promenade  about  the  building,  and  is  guarded  by  a  handsome 
balustrade.  Elegant  Corinthian  porticos  give  admission  to  the 
main  library  room,  a  single-domed  department,  with  galleries  for 
books  carried  by  a  beautiful  peristyle  of   Corinthian  columns. 
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At  the  southern  end  stands  the  main  academic  building,  contain- 
ing a.  noble  auditorium  fashioned  like  a  classic  amphitheatre, 
with  wings  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  several  academic  schools. 
On  the  eastern  side  stands  the  Physical  Laboratory,  built  from 
the  gift  of  the  late  Charles  B.  Rouss.  On  the  western  side  is  the 
Mechanical  Laboratory.  Connecting  the  Rotunda  with  this  new 
group  in  the  Ionic  style,  and  the  original  buildings  of  Jefferson — 
five  partitions  on  either  side,  with  intervening  room  for  dormi- 
tories and  offices,  all  united  by  a  fine  Doric  colonnade.  Parallel 
with  these  are  the  eastern  and  western  ranges  of  separate  dormi- 
tories for  students.  Among  the  more  recent  buildings  are  the 
University  Hospital,  with  a  capacity  of  120  beds,  a  new  Y.  M. 

C.  A.  building,  and  a  large  Refectory.

Freedom  of   the  Press. 


"  Freedom  of  the  press  "  is  a  hackneyed  expression  applied 
to  the  heritage  bequeathed  to  the  twentieth  century  by  our 
colonial  forefathers.  And  at  one  time  the  truthfulness  of  the 
phrase  was  as  great  as  the  proud  boast  of  its  originators. 

T^  s^v  that  there  is  no  freedom  of  the  press  is  too  bold  a 
deed  for  one  of  my  years  and  experience  to  attempt.  But  it  is 
an  easy  matter  to  prove  that  little  of  this  so-called  bulwark  of 
liberty  exists  in  our  land  to-day. 

To  be  sure,  the  Constitution,  the  law,  and  the  criminal  code 
allow  a  publisher  to  print  any  and  all  facts  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge,  providing  the  publication  is  not  injurious  to  the  repu- 
tation or  business  of  a  second  party.  But  here,  from  a  reportorial 
standpoint,  the  liberty  ends.  Full  many  a  good  story  has  been 
"killed  "  because  it  was  contrary  to  the  interests  of  some  large 
advertiser.  "  Tips  "  without  number  have  been  filed  away  with- 
out comment  in  a  city  editor's  brain,  because  some  stockholder 
would  be  involved  in  the  story  which  would  ensue.  And  then 
there  is  the"  B.  O.,"  or  business  office,  inevitable  and  invincible, 
which  places  an  iron  glove  over  all,  and  firmly  dictates  the  policy 
of  the  paper.  Occasionally  one  finds  a  publication  owned  by  an 
individual  or  a  set  of  men  who  conduct  it  "  with  malice  toward 
none  and  charity  to  all."  But  the  charge  of  a  subsidized  press  is 
often  too  true,  and  the  statement  is  even  made  that  influence  is 
brought  to  bear  on  the  American  press  by  a  European  nation  to 
suppress  the  details  of  the  Congo  Free  State  horrors.  This 
explanation  is  given,  not  to  dampen  the  ardor  of  any  of  the 
readers  who  may  be  aspirants  for  newspaper  honors,  but  to  clear 
the  atmosphere,  if  possible,  of  a  much  misunderstood  subject. 
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In  newspaper  work  the  field  is  large.  Upon  the  newspaper 
itself  one  may  find  men  engaged  in  the  reportorial  or  "  street 
work,"  in  the  desk  or  copy -reading  department,  in  the  editorial 
writing  division,  in  the  executive  positions,  and  in  the  business 
office.  Lack  of  space  forbids  a  discussion  of  the  duties  and 
salaries  connected  with  each  of  these  ranks,  except  that  the  latter 
vary  from  the  "  cub's  "  $10  a  week  to  the  managing  editor's 
salary,  which  sometimes  reaches  $10,000  a  year.  The  religious? 
trade,  and  technical  publications  are  also  quick  to  recognize 
talent  of  the  right  quality. 

To  discuss  the  preparations  to  be  undergone  by  one  who 
expects  to  enter  the  newspaper  field  is  not  easy.  Of  course,  a 
good  common  school  education,  with  a  liberal  sprinkling  of 
English  and  its  uses,  is  an  essential,  as  in  other  lines  of  business. 
Girded  with  this,  equipped  with  a  willingness  to  learn,  and 
armed  with  a  goodly  supply  of  what  is  known,  in  twentieth 
century  phraseology,  as  "nerve,"  or  self-confidence,  one  may 
safely  step  upon  the  broad  highway  which  gradually  narrows  to 
the  foot-path  of  success  in  newspaper  work.  Just  how  far  along 
this  thoroughfare  the  average  person  will  travel  before  his  ambi- 
tion and  perseverance  wanes  is  a  question  to  be  settled  only  by 
time  and  circumstance. 

The  question  often  arises  to  the  college  student,  How  best 
may  I  fit  myself  for  newspaper  work  ?  Some  there  are  who 
would  seemingly  fill  the  breech  by  calling  to  mind  the  so-called 
schools  of  journalism,  and  by  advising  the  interrogator  to  partake 
of  their  instruction.  But  in  real  reportorial  ranks  rarely  does 
one  find  a  man  avIio  will  advise  such  a  course.  Sad  to  tell,  there 
exists  on  some  metropolitan  papers  a  prejudice  against  the 
college-bred  man  as  a  reporter.  The  cause  for  this  feeling  is 
often  found  in  the  fact  that  many  college  men,  heeding  the  hum 
of  the  press,  are  prone  to  begin  newspaper  work  where  they 
ended  their  college  course,  and,  Haunting  a  sheepskin  in  the  eyes 
of  the  world,  show  a  conceit  and  unwillingness  to  learn  that  is 
disgusting  to  the  city  editor,  who  is  accustomed  to  only  the  best 
of  discipline.     In  fact,  the  staff  of  a  newspaper,  with  its  various 
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ranks  and  duties,  is  just  as  well  organized  and  disciplined  as 
that  which  upholds  the  honor  of  this  country  among  the  nations 
of  the  world,  and  when  the  "cub,"  as  the  beginner  is  called,  has 
learned  the  lesson  of  absolute  obedience  to  the  orders  of  his 
superiors,  he  has  taken  a  long  step  on  the  road  to  success.  As 
for  myself,  I  am  a  great  believer  in  the  college  man,  whether  in 
newspaper  work  or  in  any  other  occupation. 

Even  were  I  counted  competent  for  such  work,  I  would 
hesitate  to  advise  concerning  those  branches  of  a  college  course 
which  are  most  beneficial  in  preparing  for  this  work.  From  my 
own  experience,  I  never  yet  have  found  the  study  pursued  in  my 
collegiate  course  which  has  not  at  some  time  or  other  become 
necessary  of  application  in  my  reportorial  career,  brief  though  it 
has  been.  The  best  newspaper  men  of  the  day  have  acquired  a 
rather  wide  knowledge  of  the  languages  and  of  history,  which, 
however,  is  faded  by  the  brilliancy  of  their  fund  of  general 
information. 

After  college,  what  ?  A  school  of  journalism,  or  position  of 
"  cub,"  under  a  thoroughly  trained  city  editor  ?  More  theory,  or 
active  practice  ?  To  choose  the  latter  is  the  answer  given  to  the 
question  put  to  the  brightest  newspaper  men  in  the  newspaper 
centres  of  the  country.  Rich  and  poor,  young  and  old,  graduate 
of  the  high  school,  graduate  of  the  college,  and  graduate  of  the 
school  of  journalism,  must  pass  through  this  apprenticeship  or 
"  cubbing  "  period  before  real  success  in  this  line  can  be  attained. 
Further  than  this  it  is  unwise  for  me  to  say. 

To  enter  newspaper  work  one  must  undergo  a  preparation 
only  a  little  less  severe  than  that  necessary  to  the  following  of 
a  profession.  The  newspaper  man  must  be  willing  to  sacrifice 
the  best  hours  of  his  life  to  his  employers,  must  be  willing  to 
brave  the  severest  weather  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  He 
must  adapt  himself  to  a  funeral  at  one  hour,  become  a  private 
detective  the  next  hour  that  he  may  secure  a  murder  story  in  the 
suburbs,  and  then  hasten  back  to  town  to  tell  of  the  merry  time 
and  happy  toasts  of  a  banquet.  He  must  not  only  dress  himself 
as   befits   one   who   is   constantly  associating  with  all   classes  of 
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people,  from. the  highest  to  the  lowest,  but  he  must  do  this  on  a 
meagre  salary.  Many  of  our  best  reporters  receive  less  compen- 
sation than  the  man  who  piles  bricks  for  his  living.  The  tempta- 
tions of  intemperance  and  dishonesty  in  this  work,  resulting 
from  the  reporter's  ardor  to  secure  his  assignments,  would  make 
a  lengthy  article,  and  the  fact  that  the  honor  which  exists  among 
newspaper  men  is  of  the  highest  and  best  quality  is  the  basis 
for  another  paper  of  equal  length. 

But  there  is  a  strange  and  almost  incomprehensible  fascina- 
tion about  the  work,  which  grasps  its  victims  with  a  grip  that  is 
not  easy  to  break.  The  ever- changing  panorama  of  city  events, 
the  high  tension  under  which  he  works,  and  even  the  whir  of 
the  press  and  the  click  of  the  linotypes  bring  to  the  real  news- 
paper man  the  greatest  joy  of  his  life.  And  never  does  a 
newspaper  reporter  voluntarily  depart  from  this  line  of  work, 
unless  it  be  to  accept  a  more  advantageous  and  remunerative 
position ;  for  newspaper  work  is  but  the  stepping-stone  to  better 
things,  both  in  the  political  and  business  world,  in  many  cases. 

The  field  is  fertile  and  not  over-crowded.  The  press  calls  for 
men  as  loudly  to-day  as  it  did  five  and  ten  years  ago.  A  good, 
reliable  newspaper  reporter,  no  matter  what  specialty  he  may 
follow,  is  never  without  work  for  a  long  time.  The  salaries, 
while  small,  are  sufficient.  The  companionship  and  association 
with  the  highest  classes  of  citizens,  combined  with  the  excellent 
chance  to  study  human  nature,  are  invaluable.  Greater  far  than 
any  of  these  appeals  to  the  young  man  of  the  day  is  the  content- 
ment, the  satisfaction  with  one's  calling,  that  exists  amo*  j  the 
members  of  the  press.  I  have  yet  to  find  a  newspaper  mii  who 
has  regretted  his  choice  of  a  life  work. 

Language  fails  me  in  my  attempt  to  express  the  pre-eminence 
of  the  calling.  From  the  fifth  lecture  of  Carlyle's  "  Heroes  and 
Hero  Worship  "  I  quote  :  "Edmund  Burke  said  that  there  were 
three  estates  in  Parliament,  but  in  the  reporters'  gallery 
yonder  there  sat  a  fourth  estate,  more  important  far  than  they 
all."

Of  course,  to  ask  men  who 
are  thrown  together  continually  always  to  agree  is  preposterous. 
Tilts  are  sure  to  come,  disagreements  sure  to  occur,  but  let  it 
stop  there.  Let  the  brother  who  is  in  the  wrong  acknowledge 
it,  and  all  will  be  well  again  ;  or,  if  both  brothers  think  they  are 
right,  let  the  chapter  deal  with  it  quickly,  and,  if  necessary,  with 
severity.  The  brothers  must  be  made  to  appreciate  that  for  the 
good  of  the  chapter  and  of  the  fraternity  harmony  must  exist. 
Suspension  is  a  cure  that  should  be  used  only  as  a  last  resort, 
but  should  be  used  if  a  brother  cannot  live  in  harmony  with  all 
his  brothers." 

The  first  week  is  the  time  to  impress  the  new  members. 
Don't  lose  the  chance.  Don't  let  him  find  discord  and  strife,  and 
get  the  impression  that  every  one  does  just  as  he  pleases  and  that 
he  can  do  likewise.  Practical  brotherly  love  must  be  the  chapter 
motto." 
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From  the  same  article  there  is  this  practical  suggestion  on 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  alumni  : 

"  Too  many  instances  might  be  cited  where  a  brother  on 
graduation  has  gone  away  to  some  small  town  to  Avork,  and,  after 
a  few  years,  has  come  back  to  his  home.  He  would  often  like  to 
come  out  to  his  chapter,  but  he  reasons  it  out  that  he  knows 
none  of  the  present  active  brothers,  and  is  somewhat  shy  about 
pushing  himself  forward ;  but  let  him  remember  that  the  only 
reason  he  doesn't  know  the  brothers  is  because  he  has  not  kept  in 
active  touch  with  his  chapter.  And  right  here  is  the  place  for 
the  chapter  to  take  hold.  Let  them  send  him  invitations  to  all 
their  « smokers  '  and  other  entertainments  and  send  a  brother 
around  personally  to  ask  him  out,  and  soon  the  result  will  be  that 
the  dormant  sense  of  brotherhood  in  him  will  awake,  and  he  will 
get  into  things  and  become  a  good  brother  again.  This  is  likewise 
true  of  a  brother  who  on  graduation  moves  near  another  chapter, 
and  should  be  dealt  with  by  that  chapter  in  the  same  manner. 
Possibly  the  best  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to  keep  a  card 
catalogue  of  all  graduating  brothers  and  their  address,  and,  if 
they  are  near  any  other  chapter,  notify  that  chapter.  Thus  the 
active  chapter  is  kept  in  touch  with  all  its  graduates,  and  the 
graduates,  feeling  that  an  interest  is  being  taken  in  them,  will 
try  and  keep  up  their  relations  with  their  chapter  and  their 
fraternity." 

This  extract  from  a  letter  read  at  the  A  X  P  Convention 
has  the  right  ring,  and  should  inspire  Greek  men  to  live  up  to 
their  ideals : 

"  I  had  looked  forward  to  the  Convention  as  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  encouragement.  The  fraternity  is  peculiarly  dear 
to  me,  and  will  you  pardon  me  if  I  make  my  ;  apologia,' and 
grant  that  pardon  on  the  ground  of  my  affection  for  our  Order  ? 
I  take  it  that  the  happiest  life — and  every  brother  in  A  X  P 
knows  the  distinction  between  happiness  and  pleasure — is 
the  white  life,  the  life  devoted  to  the  realization  of  the  enduring 
things,   to  those   qualities   the    sum    of    which,  when   found  in 
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personality,  mark  out  a  man.  And  because  we  aim  at  this,  and 
do  not  'give  to  airy  nothing  a  local  habitation  and  a  name,'  but 
find  that  ideals  are  not  inexistent  or  unreal,  but  are  the  eternal 
determinations  of  conduct,  I  can  freely  offer  and  pledge  to  A  X  P 
my  heartiest  allegiance.  It  is  a  trite  statement  that  ours  is 
the  era  of  the  young  man,  but  since  the  world  in  general  will 
not  think  any  the  less  of  him  because  it  is  his  day,  but  is  pre- 
pared to  judge  him  by  the  use  he  makes  of  his  opportunities, 
it  is  for  us  to  see  that,  so  far  as  we  may  control  him,  he  shall  be 
the  man  to  redeem  the  iniquity  of  the  times.  And  when  this 
iniquity  seems  so  overwhelming,  I  thank  God  for  the  hope  held 
out  to  us  by  every  society  doing  its  part  in  the  edification — for 
thus  is  upbuilding  expressed  in  the  Greek — of  character,  and 
especially  for  A  X  P.  I  am  as  far  removed  from  pessimism 
as  the  East  is  from  the  West,  yet  I  cannot  blind  myself  to 
conditions  as  they  are,  and  I  feel  profoundly  that  the  salvation 
of  college,  civil,  and  social  life  must  come  through  men  trained 
in  a  school  such  as  we  possess." 

The  following  extract  from  one  of  the  speeches  shows  the 
relationship  between  the  fraternity  and  the  college  and  is  note- 
worthy : 

"  We  all  know  the  necessity  for  excellence  in  moral  ideals. 
I  want  to  emphasize  especially  a  more  neglected  side  of  excel- 
lence— the  importance  of  a  higher  standard  of  culture  in 
American  university  life,  and  the  ability  which  is  ours  to  improve 
it.  In  those  finer  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  mark  true 
culture  we  are  satisfied  with  a  standard  far  short  of  excellence. 
Matthew  Arnold,  in  1888,  said  that  in  America  the  higher  ideal 
was  in  great  danger  of  becoming  concealed  and  lost.  It  is  the 
most  vital  shortcoming  in  our  American  higher  education.  The 
average  graduate  is  without  inspiration.  He  does  great  things 
during  the  day,  directs  vast  enterprises,  controls  markets, 
organizes  industries,  buys  and  sells  the  stock  of  the  railroad  or 
the  mine,  and  in  the  evening  he  sits  down  to  digest  the  poor 
mental  pabulum  of  a  mediocre  newspaper,  or  the  coarse  wit  of  a 
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cheap  or  salacious  show.  The  great  names  of  literature  are  a 
vague  memory  in  his  mind;  the  noble  epic  of  history  is  to  him  a 
confused  jumble  only.  Much  of  this  attitude  of  the  American 
graduate  is  due  directly  to  the  influence  of  bad  fraternities. 
Many  of  these  societies  are  only  excuses  for  idleness.  If  the 
fraternity  does  not  further  the  highest  ideals  of  the  mind,  it 
should  be  torn  out  from  our  colleges  root  and  branch.  Culture 
must  be  a  watchword  for  us,  no  less  than  morality  and  brother- 
hood. This  should  be  considered  before  granting  a  charter  to  a 
new  chapter.  Other  things  are  easier  to  get  together  ;  it  is  not 
so  easy  to  get  a  group  of  cultured  men." 


This  extract  from  the  Arkansas  Democrat,  of  Little  Rock, 
giving  an  interview  with  a  member  of  the  faculty,  is  of  interest 
to  fraternities  in  general.     From  2  A  E  Record: 

"  The  question  of  social  life  at  the  University  was  raised. 
4  What  about  the  old  question  that  has  been  a  thorn  in  the  flesh 
of  the  student  life  for  the  past  several  years — the  relation  of 
"frats"  and  "barbs"?' 

"  That,  as  you  well  know,  has  been  a  source  of  some  solici- 
tude on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  on  the  part  of  the  best  portion 
of  the  student  body,  whether  fraternity  or  non-fraternity.  Yet 
we  are  inclined  to  think  it  has  at  all  times  been  exaggerated  by 
persons  not  acquainted  with  local  conditions — persons  living  in 
distant  parts  of  the  State,  and  taking  only  ex  parte  statements 
from  the  partisans  of  both  sides,  the  number  of  which,  thanks  to 
the  splendid  judgment  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  the 
University,  is  comparatively  small. 

"  There  is  now,  however,  a  strong  feeling  that  the  question  is 
on  a  fair  road  to  a  most  happy  settlement.  The  faculty  is  now, 
and,  for  that  matter,  has  always  been,  diametrically  opposed  to 
the  intrusion  of  the  Legislature  in  the  settlement  of  a  purely 
social  question  at  the  University.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  faculty 
that  this  question  should  be  left  solely  to  the  faculty,  to  be  dealt 
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with  as  they,  who  have  the  advantage  of  knowing  every  phase  of 
the  question,  shall  deem  best. 

"  It  may  with  all  justice  be  further  said  that  there  has  not 
been  a  time  within  the  very  recent  history  of  the  school  when 
there  was  a  better  feeling  among  the  students  themselves  rela- 
tive to  the  matter.  The  thinking  element  in  both  factions  of  the 
student  body  want  the  matter  settled  once  for  all,  and  are  work- 
ing as  industriously  as  are  the  teachers  for  a  logical  solution  of 
the  question. 

"  By  a  recent  action  of  the  faculty,  certain  regulations  will 
become  effective  January  15th,  which,  it  is  reasonably  believed, 
will  be  of  invaluable  aid.  The  regulations  in  question  are  :  First, 
no  student  shall  join  either  a  sorority  or  a  fraternity  who  shall  not 
have  completed  the  entrance  examinations  of  the  University  and 
have  at  least  fifteen  hours'  college  credit  for  one-half  of  the 
freshman  year  ;  second,  the  keeping  of  liquor  in  a  chapter  house, 
gambling,  or  running  a  disorderly  house  shall  be  deemed  a  just 
ground  for  the  forfeiture  of  a  fraternity  charter. 

"  How  do  the  fraternities  feel  toward  these  regulations, 
seeing  they  affect  only  that  wing  of   the  body  of   students  ? 

"  They  have  generally  expressed  perfect  satisfaction.  They 
feel  that  such  a  regulation  is  absolutely  fair  ;  that  a  large  part  of 
the~  trouble  and  talk  has  arisen  out  of  exaggerated  ideas  in 
portions  of  the  State  where  exact  conditions  are  not  known,  and 
that  such  a  regulation  as  the  second  will  guarantee  the  strict 
observance  of  college  regulations  already  established,  and  will 
take  away  the  intimation  that  the  fraternities,  in  the  main, 
indulge  in  such  disorderly  conduct.  As  for  the  first  regulation, 
it  is  a  fact  that  many  of  the  more  mature  men  in  the  fraterni- 
ties have  been  opposed  to  the  taking  in  of  extremely  young 
members,  or  those  whose  college  experience  and  qualifications  are 
limited. 

"  Yes,  on  the  whole  the  outlook  for  the  University  is  bright, 
and  we  believe  the  year  of  1906-'07  will  go  down  in  the  history  of 
the  University  as  decidedly  the  most  fruitful  of  all  in  the  matter 
of  really  important  results." 
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A  bill  repealing  all  anti-fraternity  legislation  and  allowing 
fraternities  subject  to  the  control  of  the  faculty  is  pending  in 
the  State  Legislature.  It  has  passed  the  Senate  and  has  gone 
through  the  second  reading  in  the  House.  If  it  passes,  fraterni- 
ties will  be  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  student  organizations. 


This  clipping  from  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  calls  attention 
to  some  of  the  deplorable  features  of  American  college  life. 
They  are  worthy  of  consideration,  because  it  is  a  real  opportunity 
for  all  Greek  letter  fraternities  to  contribute  to  the  removal  of 
these  conditions  : 

"  Alas,  compared  with  the  actual  conditions,  these  words 
seem  hopelessly  visionary.  Our  colleges  are  not  centres  of 
idealism,  nor  do  they  graduate  many  men  who  are  either 
educated  or  cultivated.  It  is  true  that  the  student  learns 
sincerity,  generosity,  sociability,  tolerance,  and  independence,  but 
he  also  learns,  as  we  have  been  sharply  reminded  of  late,  to  be 
extravagant,  dilatory,  unpunctual,  and  neglectful  in  details.  It 
is  in  the  colleges  that  we  find  physical  prowess  honored  above 
high  character.  It  is  here  that  we  see  the  mildest  competition  for 
intellectual  honors,  but  a  disorderly  scramble  for  college  offices, 
and,  O  Paradox !  it  is  in  our  colleges  that  we  see  men  of  unusual 
intellectual  power  regarded  with  suspicion.  It  is  true  we  shall 
find  a  few  men  of  education  and  cultivation,  but  the  average 
undergraduate  is  better  described  as  a  youth,  self-satisfied  and 
irresponsible,  of  narrow  interests,  of  few  and  uncritical  ideas,  of 
limited  vocabulary  and  crude  speech  without  taste  and  without 
refinement." 

We  invite  the  attention  of  our  chapter  Historians  to  this 
clipping  from  the  same  source  : 

"  The  Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma  says  :  '  It  doesn't  take  much 
imagination  to  picture  the  sort  of  smile  the  editor  of   The  Shield 
of  <£  K  *£  wore  when  he  tcok  pen  in  hand  and  indited  the  fol- 
lowing : 
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' "  The  editor  of  The  Shield  is  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
solution  of  the  chapter  letter  problem  has  been  found  in  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  last  Grand  Arch  Council,  providing  a 
penalty  to  be  personally  imposed  on  delinquent  chapter  corre- 
spondents through  the  several  chapter  Treasurers.  It  is  made 
incumbent  upon  the  editor  of  The  Shield  to  give  each  chapter 
correspondent  written  notice  of  the  date  upon  which  the  next 
chapter  letter  will  be  due.  If  the  chapter  correspondent,  after 
notice  has  been  sent,  fails  to  respond  with  a  letter  in  time  for 
publication,  a  fine  of  two  dollars  for  each  delinquency  is  to  be 
charged  against  him  by  the  general  fraternity,  and  collected 
through  his  chapter.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  almost 
unanimous  representation  of  the  chapters  in  this  issue  of  The 
Shield."  ' 

"  Personally,  we  do  not  feel  that  fining  is  the  proper  method 
of  securing  chapter  letters.  Of  course,  the  dereliction  of  an 
editor  does  not  mean  entire  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
whole  chapter,  but  it  does  mean  lack  of  system.  Any  chapter 
lacking  a  letter  should  at  once  have  its  business  methods  and 
organization  looked  into  by  the  alumni  association." 


The  April  number  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  has  an 
honest,  fair-minded  treatment  of  the  offences  against  the 
fraternity  system  as  a  whole.  He  says  they  may  be  divided 
into  two  classes :  "  Those  done  against  the  entire  system  by  any 
fraternity,  its  chapter  or  individual  members,  and  those  done 
against  a  particular  fraternity  or  chapter  by  its  own  members. 
The  former  attracts  public  attention,  but  this  attention  may  be 
the  means  of  abating  the  fault,  while  the  latter  is  far  more 
insidious  and  injurious  in  its  results,  for  it  alters  that  which 
should  be  a  harmony  of  brothers  to  an  internecine  strife.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  discuss  the  more  harmful  forms 
of  both  of  these  classes." 

The  first  offence  against  the  Greek  world  that  he  cites  bears 
on  the  conduct  of  the  chapter  as  a  whole.     He  says: 
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"  When,  as  sometimes  happens,  a  chapter  of  a  fraternity,  by 
reason  of  public  drunkenness  or  similar  faults,  renders  itself 
obnoxious  to  the  college  that  harbors  it,  possibly  the  individual 
members  do  not  realize  the  grave  harm  done  both  to  the  fraternity 
system  and  to  their  own  fraternity.  Happily,  this  fault  is  very 
rare,  but  occasionally  a  man  of  another  fraternity  will  make 
such  a  remark  as  this  :  'Is  he  a  T  *?  They  must  be  a 
hard  crowd,  for  at  my  college  most  of  them  were  drunk  all  of 
the  time.'  If  an  opinion  is  offered  by  a  non-fraternity  man,  it 
will  be  to  the  effect  that  all  fraternity  men  in  general,  and  the 
T  v^'s  in  particular,  are  drunken  loafers.  Such  opinions  gain 
credence  much  more  readily  than  is  commonly  believed,  and 
the  result  is  sometimes  disastrous  to  the  T  ^'s.  There  is  an 
instance  of  a  college  faculty  that  refused  admittance  to  a  certain 
well-known  fraternity  by  reason  of  the  misdoings  of  one  of  its 
neighboring  chapters,  the  name  of  which  was  a  by-word  for 
drunkenness  in  collegiate  circles  in  the  State.  So  obvious  is  a 
fault  of  this  nature  that  the  remedy  suggests  itself,  and  foolish 
and  unwise  indeed  is  the  fraternity  that  continues  the  charter  of 
a  chapter  that  bears  such  a  reputation." 

Then  he  cites  an  instance  in  a  Southern  University  where 
fraternities  monopolized  the  social  life  of  the  school  to  the  utter 
exclusion  of  non-fraternity  men,  and,  ultimately,  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  college  spirit. 

"  In  this  instance  the  fraternities,  although  it  is  only  fair  to 
say  that  they  do  not  realize  it,  are  undoubtedly  at  fault.  They 
have  excluded  the  non-fraternity  men  from  those  joys  of  college 
life  the  pleasant  recollection  of  which  endears  a  man  to  his 
college  and  her  ways ;  they  have  added  strength  to  an  argument 
for  the  abolition  of  fraternities  at  that  University,  and,  in  so 
doing,  have  offended  against  the  fraternity  system." 

On  the  last  offence  mentioned  by  the  writer  as  being  of 
vital  interest  to  the  whole  Greek  world,  this  extract  will  indicate 
his  idea  : 

"  The  heaviest  fault   committed  by  individual  fraternities  or 
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chapters  fortunately  occurs  the  least  often.  This  offence  con- 
sists in  imperiling  the  life  or  health  of  any  one  by  the  actions  of 
fraternity  men.  For  in  it  are  combined  offences  against  the 
law  of  the  land  and  the  law  of  ethics." 

To  any  chapter  in  2  $  E  in  which  there  may  not  be  perfect 
accord  we  commend  the  writer's  words  on  "  Offences  Against  the 
Individual  Fraternity  or  Chapter  "  : 

"  Between  those  who  favor  the  fraternity  system  and  those 
who  oppose  it  the  conflict  is  at  least  open.  Argument  can  be 
met  with  argument,  and  the  award  of  justice  will  be  fairly 
given.  How  different  is  the  struggle  of  the  chapter  against  its 
fraternity,  or  the  strife  within  the  chapter.  How  often  is 
membership  used  to  further  personal  ends,  both  in  the  general 
fraternity  and  in  the  chapter.  And  what  bitter  feeling  has 
sometimes  developed,  when  the  exercise  of  a  little  tact  and 
fraternalism  would  have  prevented  it.  The  furtherance  of  per- 
sonal ambition  is  a  fruitful  source  of  discord.  It  has  split  many 
a  chapter,  and  there  is  an  instance  in  which  it  almost  caused  the 
dis-union  of  a  powerful  fraternity.  Neither  the  fraternity  nor 
the  chapter  is  a  political  organization,  and  in  both  political 
methods  should  be  sternly  suppressed.  The  will  of  the  majority 
should  rule,  and  it  is  incumbent  on  the  minority  to  submit. 
There  is  abundance  of  room  for  an  honest  difference  of  opinion 
without  the  breaking  of  fraternal  ties.  If  a  wrong  has  been 
done,  time  will  surely  right  it,  and  that  without  a  conflict 
between  brothers.  The  constitution  of  most  fraternities  gives 
the  right  of  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  chapter  to  a  general 
officer,  and  from  him  to  the  Convention.  Why  not  take  it,  for, 
as  neither  the  general  officer  nor  the  Convention  is  at  all  likely 
to  be  influenced  by  the  personal  difficulties  that  started  the 
dispute,  a  fair  decision  can  be  expected.  But  too  often  impa- 
tience triumphs,  there  are  hot  words,  too  free  speech,  and  at  last 
a  dis-united  chapter,  in  which  each  element  of  discord  has  a 
grievance  that  years  will  not  lessen.  Sometimes,  when  the 
conflict  is  between  a  chapter  and  the  fraternity,  the  dispute  is 
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taken  to  a  court  of  law,  much  to  the  loss  of  fraternity  prestige 
and  the  edification  of  the  non-fraternity  element. 

"  A  peculiar  instance  of  using  a  chapter  to  further  a  personal 
grievance  occurred  some  years  ago.  In  a  certain  fraternity 
chapter  there  was  a  man  whose  loyalty  consisted  largely  of 
emanations  of  superheated  air.  He  was  detected  in  some 
irregularities  of  conduct,  and  was  quietly  warned,  in  order  to 
avert  further  unpleasantness.  He  left  the  chapter  and  remained 
away  several  years,  after  which  time  he  returned,  and,  being  a 
man  of  considerable  suaveness,  ingratiated  himself  with  the  new 
men.  His  former  associates  had  graduated,  but  several  of  them 
were  on  the  chapter's  roll  as  associate  members.  This  man 
deliberately  set  about  to  promote  dissension  between  the  chapter 
and  these  members.  To  do  this  he  invented  a  highly  ingenious 
scheme,  which  was  successful  beyond  his  hopes,  for  the  chapter 
lost  these  alumni  members,  and  it  was  some  years  before  the 
nature  of  the  plot  was  disclosed,  while  in  the  meantime  a  feeling 
had  grown  which  even  to-day  is  still  strong.  In  this  case,  had 
there  been  a  little  tact  exercised,  and  the  matter  thoroughly 
probed,  with  discretion,  the  schemer,  together  with  his  scheme, 
would  have  been  thrown  out  of  the  chapter. 

"  Very  often,  when  the  chapter  is  desirous  of  securing  a 
man,  his  exclusion  by  one  member  is  a  prolific  source  of 
trouble.  This  happening  occurs  too  frequently  in  chapters  in 
all  fraternities.  Plainly,  there  are  two  sides  to  a  question  of  this 
character,  and  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  discuss 
them.  But  it  may  well  be  asked,  if  the  acquisition  of  any  man, 
however  valuable,  is  worth  the  causing  of  discord  in  a  previously 
harmonious  chapter.  And  when  there  is  a  more  diverse  differ- 
ence of  opinion,  surely  it  is  not  well  to  argue  the  question  of  his 
admittance  until  trouble  ensues. 

"  As  a  rule,  it  is  the  minor  affairs  of  fraternity  life  that 
cause  dissension.  The  prevention  of  this  seems  easy  after  the 
trouble  has  occurred.  A  great  poet  had  affairs  similar  to  these 
in  mind  when  he  wrote 

"  '  It  is  the  little  rift  within  the  lute 

That  by  and  by  will  make  the  music  mute, 
And,  ever  widening,  slowly  silence  all.'  " 
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This  extract  from  the  speech  of  one  of  K  A  leading  sons, 
delivered  at  the  annual  Baltimore  K  A  banquet,  brings  out 
forcefully  what  produces  fraternity  spirit,  and  what  he  has  to 
say  as  true  of  K  A  is  true  in  the  main  of  any  fraternity,  and  we 
otter  it  to  2  $  E  : 

u  I  have  been  asked  to  talk  about  the  "  Kappa  Alpha  Spirit " — 
a  large  topic,  and  one  which  deserves  an  abler  speaker  than 
myself.  The  K  A  spirit,  as  I  understand  it,  is  the  pecu- 
liar animus,  or  spirit,  produced  upon  a  young  man  by  his 
initiation  with  the  K  A  Ritual,  by  his  chapter  associations, 
and  by  his  participation  at  college  and  after  graduation  in 
the  various  activities  of  his  fraternity.  The  development  of 
this  spirit  in  its  full  force  may  be  arrested  or  promoted.  It  may 
be  prevented  altogether  by  chapter  hazing — the  so-called  4  third 
degree.'  1  can  well  understand  an  initiate's  contempt  for  a 
fraternity  that  soils  his  entrance  into  it  with  physical  ideals, 
personal  outrages,  and  humiliations  which  no  gentleman  can 
expect  to  receive  from  enemies,  much  less  from  would-be 
brothers.  Smarting  from  the  insults  of  the  'third  degree,'  the 
initiate  cannot  take  seriously  the  teachings  of  the  Ritual. 
Resentment,  not  fraternal  love,  is  the  result  of  chapter  hazing. 
A  slovenly,  ill-conducted  initiation  also  tends  to  prevent  the 
development  of  the  K  A  spirit ;  the  Ritual  fails  to  pro- 
duce its  proper  effect  when  its  teachings  are  not  presented  in 
an  effective  manner.  Nothing  so  well  produces  K  A  enthu- 
siasm as  a  well-ordered  initiation,  in  which  all  the  actors 
know  their  parts  ;  in  which  all  ceremonies  are  duly  performed, 
in  which  everything  is  invested  with  due  solemnity.  First 
impressions  are  lasting,  and  the  initiation,  of  course,  makes  the 
first  impression.  If  a  successful  initiation  is  followed  by  a 
reading  of  the  explanation  of  our  symbols,  a  review  of  the 
Ritual,  a  study  of  K  A  laws  and  history,  by  participation 
in  chapter  life  and  in  the  general  activities  of  the  whole  Order 
the  K  A  is  fully  constituted — he  is  bound  to  possess  the 
K  A  spirit.  The  development  of  the  spirit  is  greatly  pro- 
moted by  a  harmonious   chapter  life.     To    this    end    it   is    the 
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duty  of  each  member  of  a  chapter  to  be  ever  ready  to  give  his 
frater  <  the  glad  hand '  and  cheerful  word.  The  chapter  is  a 
school  of  kindness,  of  social  feeling,  of  good  manners,  of  general 
amiability.  The  good  frater  tries  to  suppress  his  natural  selfish- 
ness in  the  interest  of  chapter  harmony,  and  tries  to  sympathize 
and  fraternize  with  every  member  of  his  chapter.  He  does  not 
hold  back.  He  is  not  shy.  He  recognizes  his  responsibility  for 
the  social  success  of  the  chapter,  and  goes  forward  boldly  to  win 
the  liking  and  confidence  of  every  one." 


If  the  men  in  2  $  E  live  up  to  their  obligations 
to  the  fraternity,  they  will  keep  before  them  continually  a 
picture  similar  to  that  presented  to  the  A.  T.  O.  Convention  by 
Hon.  Robert  W.  Bingham.  We  can  only  quote  the  closing 
paragraph,  which  sums  up  the  address  : 

"  Here,  then,  stand  the  enemies  of  our  republic.  Money 
madness,  corruption  in  politics,  our  distant  island  subjects, 
Cuba,  at  our  doors,  now  vexing  us,  augmenting  our  difficulties 
and  dangers,  and  over  all  the  black  shadow  of  this  great  negro 
problem.  You  and  your  class,  who  have  had  Fate's  choicest 
blessings,  must  assume  the  concomitant  responsibilities.  Upon 
you  and  your  class  the  burden  must  fall  to  settle  these  problems ; 
upon  your  success  or  failure  lies  your  country's  weal  or  woe. 
Her  greatness,  her  natural  resources,  her  material  prosperity — 
none  of  these  can  save  her,  nought  but  the  loyalty,  the  unceasing 
valor,  the  undying  patriotism  of  her  sons.  All  they  who  love 
honor  more  than  gain,  duty  more  than  self,  country,  home,  family, 
more  than  paltry  pelf — they  must  answer  their  country's  call. 
Army  of  a  dream,  but  army  of  action,  with  brave  hearts,  with 
clear  brains,  with  weapons  untarnished  and  unstained — fighting, 
fighting,  fighting  against  these,  their  country's  foes,  until  all  men 
shall  see  that  here  pure  patriotism  lives,  here  men  love  the  right, 
here  men  hate  the  wrong,  here  a  nation  stands  in  armed  array 
to   give  protection  to  the  weak,  help  to  the  needy,  hope   to  its 
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poor,  dark-skinned  wards,  and  thus  bring  peace,  prosperity, 
plenty,  a  dazzling  future  of  unequaled  greatness,  progress,  and 
power  to  our  country  ! 

"  And  the  ideal  that  we  must  live  for  and  work  for  must  be 
to  hasten  on  the  glorious  day  when  the  age  of  gold  shall  be 
displaced  by  the  golden  age ;  when  the  rule  of  gold  shall  be 
displaced  by  the  Golden  Rule  ;  when  the  hunger  and  thirst  for 
justice  and  righteousness,  when  the  survival  of  the  fittest, 
and  the  consequent  destruction  of  the  unfit,  shall  be  displaced 
by  the  united  effort  of  all  the  fit  to  enable  the  unfit  to  survive." 


An  editorial  in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  states  the 
fraternity  situation  to-day  rather  strongly,  but  it  gives  the-  facts 
that  are  calling  on  our  college  fraternities  to  show  the  reason  for 
their  existence.     To  quote  part  of  the  article  : 

"There  are  a  hundred  and  one  indications  that  the  Greek 
letter  college  fraternity  systeui  will  shortly  be  called  upon  to 
face  the  greatest  trial  of  its  history.  The  educational  world? 
stirred  and  quickened  by  the  revelations  of  iniquities  wrought 
by  high  school  Greek  societies,  is  again  turning  its  attention 
to  the  older,  the  college  organizations.  Within  the  past  years  a 
number  of  eminent  and  respected  college  authorities  have 
delivered  themselves  of  more  or  less  effective  homilies  against 
the  system,  and  the  unusually  large  number  of  discussions  now 
found  in  our  newspapers  and  periodicals  presage  the  opening  of 
a  question  long  ago  regarded  as  finally  settled. 

"  Doubtless  an  extended  investigation  of  the  system  will  be 
found  impossible.  Annihilating  assaults  upon  it  are  impracti- 
cable. Sporadic  and  scattered  attacks,  with  the  consequent 
barring  of  the  fraternities,  will  constitute  the  be-all  and  end-all 
of  the  present  uneasiness.  The  system  has  come  to  stay ;  its 
perpetuity  is  assured  in  numerous  ways.  But  if  there  be  any 
general  demand  for  its  abolishment,  its  usefulness  and  prestige 
will  undoubtedly  suffer.  The  system  depends,  to  a  very  large 
extent,  upon  the  good  will  of  the  public,  and  upon  the  counte- 
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nance  accorded  by  public  opinion.  Outraged  public  opinion  may 
at  any  moment  decree  its  expulsion,  and  from  its  decree  there  is 
no  appeal.  In  America  no  institution  can  safely  defy  public 
opinion. 

"It  remains,  then,  for  the  system  to  conform  to  those 
standards  of  conduct  which  a  wise  and  tolerant  public  decrees, 
and  to  eradicate  the  tendencies  and  practices  which  are  con- 
demned by  the  barbarian  world.  College  politics,  as  now 
conducted,  must  be  eschewed.  The  race  for  office,  the  formation 
of  inter-fraternity  cliques  for  the  control  of  elections,  the 
division  of  spoils,  and  the  utter  rout  and  humiliation  of  the  alien 
must  cease.  The  spirit  of  exclusiveness,  the  belief  that  frater- 
nity men  were  born  to  rule  and  monopolize  and  usurp  college 
activities,  to  the  frequent  detriment  of  the  activities,  and  to  the 
discomfiture  of  the  barbarian,  must  be  extirpated.  The  use  of 
force,  horse-play,  the  inhiction  of  indignities,  and  of  injuries 
to  body  and  mind  must  cease.  The  spirit  of  clannishness ;  of 
association  between  members  of  a  common  fraternity,  the  more 
to  emphasize  the  existence  of  a  tie  which  the  alien  spectator  does 
not  enjoy ;  snobbery,  mere  display,  assumed  superiority,  must 
be  effaced.  These  are  some  of  the  growths  to  which  valid 
exception  has  been  taken,  and  which  deserve  the  condemnation 
they  have  received. 

"  The  objection  to  secrecy,  the  money  required,  the  banquets 
and  smokers,  the  living  in  houses,  the  wearing  of  badges,  and 
the  display  of  colors  and  kindred  objections  are  untenable,  and 
are  employed  only  to  further  emphasize  the  so-called  evils  of  the 
system.  That  they  are  used  at  all  only  illustrates  the  lengths 
to  which  the  enemies  of  the  system  will  resort  in  their  efforts  to 
drive  it  out  of  our  schools. 

"  The  truth  is,  that  this  great  system,  with  its  precious 
privileges  and  its  golden  opportunities,  has,  in  a  measure,  been 
perverted  and  abused.  An  enumeration  of  the  objections  proves 
the  statement.  And  the  lesson  is,  that  the  system  must  reform 
or  meet  the  displeasure  of  a  public  which  now  apparently  seeks 
its  abolition  or  a  limitation  of  its  circle  of  contact  with  the  non- 
fraternity  element  in  student  life." 
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In  the  March  number  we  presented  a  series  of  questions  on 
the  matter  of  transfers,  by  Editor  Rogers,  of  Delta  Tau  Delta 
Rainbow,  hoping  that  it  would  stimulate  some  articles  for  The 
Journal.  It  may  have  done  so,  but  the  Exchange  Editor  hasn't 
seen  them ;  so  we  quote  from  some  of  the  replies  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  Jiainbow : 

"In  the  matter  of  the  right  of  members  to  affiliate  with 
other  chapters  than  their  own,  and  of  the  duty  of  the  home 
chapter  to  its  members  and  to  the  fraternity  in  the  case  of 
transfers,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  repudiation  of  a  member 
by  his  chapter's  advising  the  chapter  to  which  he  goes  against 
receiving  him,  because  of  his  bad  record  or  for  any  other  reason, 
is  cowardly  in  the  extreme,  and  utterly  unfair  to  such  a  member, 
who  is  thereby  condemned  before  strangers,  without  his  know- 
ledge and  without  a  hearing  before  his  accusers.  It  is  certainly 
the  duty  of  the  home  chapter  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  its 
own  members,  and  to  protect  its  standing  and  that  of  the  frater- 
nity by  expelling  unfit  members  before  they  leave  the  chapter 
that  admitted  them,  unless  they  leave  unexpectedly  or  change  in 
their  conduct  after  leaving.  It  alone  is  able  to  give  a  proper 
hearing,  without  which  no  man  is  condemned  before  the  law, 
whose  ideals  of  fairness  should  not  be  permitted  to  exceed  those 
of  the  fraternity  toward  its  members  or  that  of  brothers  for  each 
other." 

Another  writer : 

"  So  long  as  the  old  saying,  «  To  err  is  human,'  continues  to 
be  true,  any  association  of  human  beings  is  likely  to  judge  the 
inner  by  the  outer  man,  and  is  liable,  at  one  time  or  another,  to 
admit  as  a  member  of  its  circle  a  person  who  will  turn  out  un- 
congenial, or  indifferent,  or  positively  inimical.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  every  chapter  of  A  T  A  exercises  extreme  and 
constant  precaution  against  the  admission  of  undesirable  men. 
If,  unfortunately,  such  a  mistake  has  been  made,  and  if  the  man 
is  incorrigible,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  righteous,  one  possible 
remedy.     That  remedy  is  expulsion.     Every  fraternal  influence, 
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personal  and  official,  persuasive  and  punitive,  should  be  brought 
to  bear  before  capital  sentence  is  pronounced;  but  if  these 
influences  fail  the  man  is  not  a  Delta,  and  the  name  should  be 
taken  from  him.  The  familiar  words  of  a  great  authority 
confirm  this  view  :  'And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it 
out,  and  cast  it  from  thee.  And  if  thy  right  hand  offend  thee, 
cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee.' 

"If  the  view  presented  above  is  correct,  and  if  it  were 
strictly  lived  up  to,  the  question  submitted  for  this  discussion 
could  never  arise." 


Notes  of  the  Greek  World. 


n   B   A  Sorority  has  entered  the  University  of  Washington. 

The  chapter  of  n  K  A  at  the  Vanderbilt  University  has 
died. 

A  K  E  has  also  recently  installed  a  chapter  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin. 

A  T  O  has  recently  entered  the  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

We  note  with  regret  that  the  University  of  Virginia  chapter 
of  K   A   lost  their  house  by  fire  on  February  4th. 

3  A  E  granted  two  charters  at  the  last  convention,  one  to 
locate  at  the  University  of  Indiana  and  the  other  at  Syracuse 
University. 

Owing  to  an  accidental  violation  of  the  law  against  pledging 
preparatory  students,  the  chapter  of  Z  T  A  at  the  University 
of  Arkansas  was  forced  to  give  up  its  charter. 

There  is  a  determined  movement  on  foot  by  K  A,  A  T  O^ 
%  A  E,  and  K  2  to  effect  the  repeal  of  the  iron-bound  anti- 
fraternity  laws  of  South  Carolina.     The  movement  was  defeated 
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at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.   We  hope  it  will  be  success- 
ful at  the  next  session. 

K  A  is  planning  to  build  a  Memorial  Hall  at  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  Lexington,  Va.,  where  the  fraternity  was 
founded,  under  the  auspices  of  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee. 

The  building  will  be  not  only  a  memorial,  but  also  a 
repository  for  fraternity  archives  and  publications.
